— EDITORIAL — 


The Tory bosses and their government- 
al and private agents are browbeating the 
population in general and beating the work- 
ers in particular, demanding “loyalty.” 

They have even dropped the word “de- 
mocracy.” They now speak of loyalty to 
the “American System.” 

What is “American” about their sys- 
tem? Look at what is happening in your 
city, town or rural area and you will agree 
it is not particularly “American.” They are 
trying to force us to submit to the system 
of Hitler and Mussolini. It is the United 
States capitalist class borrowing the meth- 
ods of the Fascists, of the Nazis, and of 
the Czar of Old Russia. 

If we have any tradition at all IT IS 
A REVOLUTIONARY TRADITION. A 
revolution inspired by Jefferson and led by 
Washington gave birth to this nation in 
1776. A revolution in whose tanks marched 
a president who was not a Tory, overthrew 
one of the foulest institutions in this coun- 
try—the right to own human property. De- 
cades of struggle in our history were de- 
cades of struggle for freedom, inalienable 
rights of free press, free speech, free as- 
semblage. 

What has happened to these inalienable 
rights? 

They have been abolished by a capital- 
ist class which is introducing the methods 
ef the Fascist hangman, Mussolini, and the 
Nazi head-chopper, Hitler. 

While chattering about “loyalty to th 
American system,” the 1934 Tories in Cali- 


fornia 

Have in San Diego given U.. S. 
army rifles to the-Silver Shirts, an or- 
ganization financed by Hitler's agents 
in this country; to train to take power 
here. 

Have on the entire Pacific Coast 
wrecked workers’ halls because workers 
exercised their right to free assemblage 
in them, and then using the courts to 
railroad to jail the very workers who 
were beaten in the halls. 

Have in San Francisco set fire to a 
printing plant and destroyed editorial 
offices of the Western Worker because 
workers exercised their right to free 
press through this paper to answer the 


outrageous lies printed in capitalist 
sheets 
Have in Sacramento arrested on 


Criminal Syndicalism law charges, 28 
workers, one of whom has become in- 
sane as a result of jail mistretament 
and beatings, and placed $100,000 in 
bail on them for daring to organize the 
hundreds of thousands of miserably 
underpaid agricultural workers. 

Have in San Francisco burned valu- 
able libraries, wrecked cultural centers 
and destroyed Workers’ School equip- 
ment, 

Have in San Francisco arrested over 
400 workers, the overwhelming major- 
ity of whom have homes and families 
here, and are railroading them on vag- 
rancy charges, holding them on unbe- 
lievably high bail—from $1,000 to 
$2,000 cash, and twice that in prop- 
erly. 

Are forbidding and breaking up 
election meetings of workers who have 
nominated their own candidates on a 
Communist ticket, and are trying to 
voice their desire for change in govern- 
ment through these candidates only to 
see them thrown in jail, as almost half 
of the Communist Party candidates are 
at present. 

Have given to the employers the 
California Communist election petition 
lists, filled out according to the “‘rights” 
supposed to be granted in the state con- 
stitution, and getting these employers to 
fire workers; and use the lists as a 
blacklist and for other browbeating and 
beating purposes. Are terrorizing the 
signatory collectors in an effort to take 
the Party off the ballot. 

Are railroading to jail as vagrants, 
trade union organizers, as in the Jack- 
son case in San Francisco, because they 
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do not belong to the reactionary A. F. 
of L. unions, but picked a union of 
their own choosing. 

Have cul off unemployed workers 
and their families from relief because 
of their political opinions—though these 
workers, when employed, are forced to 
pay laxes, irrespective of political be- 
liefs. 

This is but a small list, a few samples 
out of the stock of the capitalist system 
(styled for deceptive purposes “Ameriian 
System”) to which it is demanded we be 
loyal. 

; Thomas Jefferson must have had in 

mind just such rulers as are responsible 
for the above Hitlerite and Fascist prac- 
tices when he declared in the “Declaration 
of Independence”: 
“Prudence indeed will dictate that govern- 
ments long established should not be changed 
for light and transient causes; and according- 
ly all experience hath shown that mankind 
are more disposed to suffer while evils are 
sufferable than to right themselves by abol- 
ishing the forms to which they are accus- 
tomed. BUT WHEN A LONG TRAIN 
OF ABUSES AND USURPATIONS 
BEGUN AT A DISTINGUISHED PE- 
RIOD, AND PURSUING INV ARI- 
ABLY THE SAME OBJECT, EVIN- 
CES A DESIRE TO REDUCE THEM 
UNDER ABSOLUTE DESPOTFSM, 
IT IS THEIR RIGHT, IT IS THEIR 
DUTY, TO THROW OFF SUCH 
GOVERNMENT, AND TO PRO- 
VIDE NEW GUARDS FOR THEIR 
FUTURE SECURITY.” 

The capitalist Tories of 1934 try to 
justify this Hitlerism by saying that they 
are fighting “aliens” who are Communists. 
Hitler invents a JEWish bogeyman—the 
peanut California Hitlers invent the “alien.” 
How miserable this excuse is can best be 
judged by the fact that out of over 400 
arrests in San Francisco, they found only 
14—about 3 per cent—against whom they 
have some faint hope of deportation as 
aliens. How ridiculously false the cry is 
can be understood when it is compared to 
the foreign-born population in California as 
a whole, which is about 25 per cent. 

The assassins of Howard Sperry and 
Nick Bordois use the excuse that Commun- 
ists are against the Constitution, and there- 
fore have no right to claim the free speech, 
press and assemblage supposed to be guar- 
anteed by law. Under that theory, every- 
one who proposes any change can immedi- 
ately be declared to lose all rights and be 
outlawed. Could any theory be more re- 
actionary ? 

The simple truth is that capitalism is 
bankrupt. Unable to answer the clear rea- 
soning of the Communists who are in- 
creasing daily, they resort to terror in an 
effort to cow the masses into submission. 
But that will never be! 


Those who fight [even die] for freedom, 
really live! 
Those who submit to slavery never live, only 
eke out a wretched existence! 
They boast they have victoriously suppressed 
our strike 
And are taking our legal functioning away! 
The Russian Czar won a hundred such vic- 
tories, the 
Masses only one—That one was 
More than all the rest!

East of the Rockies 
17,000 In N. Y. Anti-War Demonstration. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—In a parade 30 blocks long, more than 
47,000 workers and sympathizers from 77 organizations marched in a 
figantic demonstration against war and fascism on August 4. Thous- 
ands of Negroes marched side by side with white workers and shouts 
of “Free the Scottsboro boys” echoed the entire length of the line 
While scores of thousands of workers lined the sidewalks. Workers’ 
songs and shouted slogans filled the air as the demonstration marched 
from Central Park to Madison Square carrying banners condemning 
War preparations of the Roosevelt government and the growing 
fascist terror against workers. 

Called by the American League Against War and Fascism, the 
parade was a powerful demonstration of the determination of workers 
all over the country to stamp out the growing wave of fascism in 
America and to halt imperialist war preparations by militant organ- 
ization. 

Earl Browder of the Communist Party, James W. Ford, League 
of Struggle for Negro Rights, and scores of others representing 
organizations addressed the demonstration at Madison Square Park.

GAS ATTACK ON DANCE IS

KELSO, Wash., Aug. 12—An 
attempt to break up the Oregon- 
Washington Finnish Workers’ an- 
nual summer festival Saturday 
night, August 4th, failed. Three 
tear-gas bombs were thrown, one 
outside and two inside the Hippo- 
drome Pavilion where the festi- 
val was being held.

“Throw Out Knifers 
of Strike,”’ Urges 
S.F. Teamster 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 12.— 
In the latest (July) issue of the 
teamsters’ official magazine Dan-

from in the Soviet Union? Ap- 
propniations for building homes 
are a part of the yearly govern- 
ment budget. All economy is 
managed through the government. 
Kurthermore, the building of a 
lactory or government farm does 
not merely mean the setting up 
of the factory building, but. the 
homes, nurseries, playgrounds, 
cultural centers, ete. for its 
workers as well: There is no 
such thing in the Soviet Union 
as a banker or a usurer who is 
to be begged for leans. There 
is only one Seviet Bank—con- 
trolled by the workers and peas- 
ants. Needless to point out that 
the economy in the construction 
of these homes is tremendous, 
because of the farge-scale pro- 
jects, planned from one center, 
and there is no bargaining with 
building, plumbing, painting and 
such companies.

Nazi Threats Precede Election. 


BERLIN, Aug. 12.—“Who votes against Hitler is an enemy of 
the people.” This is the tone of the Nazi propaganda preparing the 
German people for the August 19 plebescite. As in Italy and all 
other fascist nations, a close check is kept on the election polls and 
all who vote contrary to the bloody fascist program are marked for 
future persecution, but as in the recent factory council elections, a 
strong anti-Nazi poll is indicated. A new wave of terror and intimi- 
dation threatens Germany as Hitler, unable any longer to mislead 
large sections of the populace with lies, hypocrisy and fake promises, 
prepares to meet the growing storm ol revolt with further gangster 

ence. : 
= A fake amnesty was declared by Hitler which will release several 
thousand prisoners from the brutal concentration camps. These 
prisoners, who agree to pledge allegiance to Hitler's rule, are those 
arrested for minor charges. Communists and militant workers are 
not affected, the whole gesture being designed to strengthen Hitler's 
position for the coming election. 

A similar strategy has been the announcement that newspapers 
may print what they please, free of censorship, during the course of 
the election. The truth is that any newspaper editor who takes this 
announcement seriously will find himself tn a concentration camp 

The economic situation in Germany 1s plunging toward a catas 
trophe, the latest move of the appointed Czar of Economy Schacht 
is the rationing of all alloy metals to industry. Also a plan is under 
way for the seizure of all crops, reimbursing the peasants with a 
price comparable to, a starvation dole. This brings the full weight 
of Hitler's oppression against the small peasants, hitherto considered 
one of the main supports of the Nazt regime.

His own ygovern- 
ment does not make a profit: on 
the worker, and he is given the 
cheapest possible arrangement. 

“Paying out” sounds like a hor- 
rible expression to the average 
worker in the U. SS. It reminds 
many of the installment plan 
which works fine in “prosperity” 
days but—it’s too bad if you 
haven't finished paying out by the 
time a crisis hits you. ‘The worst 
horror for a worker in a cXpital- 
ist country, ts the insecurity. One 
may be in a “steady” job today 
and. on the streets tomorrow. 
There is no certainty of the wage 
scale, cost of living, or market. 
A worker in the U. S. cannot fig- 
ure out a budget for his family, 
and be assured that a certain sum 
is laid aside for this or the other 
thing. i 

But in the Seviet Union, a 
worker's family can do that with 
almost mathematical precision. 
There is now an entire genera- 
tion in the Soviet Union who can 
hardly conceive of such things as 
unemployment in the sense tha: 
we have it. One could figure out 
how within a certain period he 
will have paid out his home, and 
how the rent is reduced corres- 
pondingly.
